5. Toraise and appropriate money for the support of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


6. To raise and appropriate money for Ambulance, Fire, and Police 
dispatching service. 


7. To see ifthe Town will raise and appropriate money for upkeep and 
development of water holes. 


8. To raise and appropriate money to maintain street lights and 
blinker.

LEGALITY OF ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT 


From time to time, under the last Article in the Warrant, a motion is made 
which is not legal and therefore not valid. The Article referred to is the one 
reading: 


‘‘To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.” 


This is explained best in the law itself, quoted below: 


RSA 39:2 Warrant. ‘‘The subject matter of all business to be acted 
upon at the town meeting shall be distinctly stated in the 
warrant, and nothing done at any meeting, except the elec- 
tion of any town officer required by law to be made at such 
meeting, shall be valid unless the subject thereof is so 
stated.”’ 


The statutes go further in the Annotations to explain: 


‘1. Purpose. The purpose of the provision that nothing may 
be done by a town meeting unless the subject has been stated 
in the warrant is to inform the inhabitants of the business on 
which they are called to act.” 


The Article does have a legal although limited use, however, for actions 
which do not require inhabitants to be informed prior to the meeting and 
which need not be debated. 


Such motions as given in the following examples are legal: that all 
unexpended moneys be transferred to the General Fund; that so-and-so be 
made an Honorary Trustee for life; that such-and-such a Committee be 
complimented for its work; that appreciation be expressed for a person’s 
long service to the town, etc.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT — 1974 


This past year *‘1974’’ the fire department has devoted a lot to getting the 
Fast Squad started. The Piermont Fast Squad is trained to aid and assist in 
rescuing citizens/victims with first-aid until the ambulance can arrive. 


The fast squad members are: 
William Deal, Michael Huse, Connie Huse, Jean Daley, Barbara 
Michenfelder, John Daley, Robert Daley, Bob Musty, Kaye Musty, 
Thelma Sepessy, Chris Winn, Martha Sayers, David Cole, Dennis 
Drew, Debra McClellen, Barbara Stevens, and Sue Musty. 


Each of these members has completed a 65 hour advance red cross first aid 
and emergency care training course equal to 905 man hours training. They 
have completed a9 hour CPR course equal to 135 man hours training. Five 
members have completed a CPR instructors course, 8 hours of training 
equal to 40 hours. Ten members are now in the final steps of completing an 
82 hour EMT course which is being given by Doctors in Hanover. Each 
person is required to spend ten hours in the emergency room of Mary 
Hitchcock or Cottage Hospital. The EMT course will be complete March 
Ist. A total of 1970 hours have been spent in training. These hours have 
been put in on a voluntary basis; they have not received any pay for their 
time; nor do they receive pay for any calls. 

All fast squad members are licensed by the State of New Hampshire as 
ambulance attendants. 

All members have first aid kits available to them. There is also oxygen 
available. 

In the past year ‘‘1974’’ the fast squad has been called four (4) times. 

The fast squad members are trained to assist until an ambulance arrives.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is controlled 
by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow must have a written permit signed by the 
Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by 
the person kindling the fire then he must have the permission of the 
landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. 
unless it is raining, without the additional approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two decades. 
Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so dry in mid 
August that the Governor and Council, upon the recommendation of the 
State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete wood- 
lands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of 
Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent 
cooperation of the citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any 
time during the year.

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ORFORD — PIERMONT 
COMMUNITY HEALTH SERVICE (OCHS) 
Report — 1974 


An agreement was made between the town of Piermont and the Orford 
Community Health Service to contract for the OCHS program of services 
for 1974. The services included home nursing visits and access for all 
Piermont children up to six years of age to the Well-Child Clinics. These 
clinics include immunizations, blood tests, eye-ear tests, dental care in- 
struction, health education material, and physicals. 

The contracted cost of these services for Piermont in 1974 was $924.00. 
The cost for children’s physicals was $3.00 per physical. The cost per 
nursing visit was $14.51. Each patient receiving a second or subsequent 
home nursing visits is charged $5.00 per visit to share the financial burden. 
Anyone unable to pay this has not been refused care, but asked to pay what 
he is able. 

The following is a summary of Piermont home visits for 1974: 


Total admissions (first visits to a patient): 19 


Total readmissions (visits at another time to patients previously ad- 
mitted): 31 


Reimbursements: Of the total 50 visits made, three were either par- 
tially or fully paid ($5.00 per visit). Total money collected: $10.00 


Response to the Well-Child Clinics is growing, but the figures are still 
low. They are as follows:

Readmissions 7 
Visits is 
Physicals 13 
Immunizations 10 
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An adult Health Fair was sponsored last May. A total of 81 people 
attended from the towns of Lyme, Orford, and Piermont. Another one is 
planned for this year, hopefully with a better turnout. 

Recently the Orford Community Health Service has contracted to re- 
ceive Medicare billing services. Medicare is complicated, but OCHS will 
be able to be paid by Medicare for patients who qualify for Medicare 
Services. 

Piermont’s co-ordinating committee has been responsible for attending 
OCHS board meetings, for sending cards containing OCHS information 
Sheets to those ill or hopsiptalized, for volunteering to help at the Well- 
Child Clinics, and for publicizing the clinics. 

She may be 
reached in her office at 353-4853, Tuesday through Friday from 8:30 to 9:30 
a.m. The Orford school secretary will take messages at other times (during 
school hours).

with other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to 
be raised by taxes by the town. 


ARTICLE 2. Toseeif the district will vote to authorize the school board 
to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the district, any or all 
grants or offers for educational purposes which may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or the United States 
Government. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the district will vote to authorize the application 
of any unanticipated income to expenses. 


ARTICLE 4. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my tenth annual school district report to the Piermont 
School District. 

Several developments are currently taking place on the state level which 
will affect public education in New Hampshire for many years to come. 

During the course of this legislature there will be developed a negotia- 
tions law which will make it mandatory for all municipalities to negotiate 
contracts with regard to direct economic benefits. Needless to say, this will 
be one more problem for your school board and administrative staff to deal 
with during the course of budget preparation. 

Secondly, staff development will become a reality in Supervisory Union 
#23 on July 1, 1975. This concept was a mandate from the State Board of 
Education in the recertification of professional personnel. If the program 
works as we hope it will, it should provide a basis for the development of 
personnel who will be better updated in the performance of their profes- 
sional work. 

Another concept which is in its developmental stages is accountability. 
We have always had strict fiscal accountability, but learning outcomes 
_ have not always held the importance they should have. At the local level, 
school districts are asked to define their own objectives, build programs 
which help students master these objectives, and develop evaluation plans 
for determining how well these objectives are being attained. 

The recommended school district budget for 1975-76 is one that requires 
some explanation for its sizeable increase. 

To begin with the deficiency appropriation was caused by twelve (12) 
new high school tuition students who moved into the school district either 
prior to or during this fiscal year. Your school board could not anticipate 
this new expense and therefore no funds are included in our current budget. 
Listed below is a breakdown of the deficiency appropriation.

It 
represents our largest increase and therefore a breakdown is included 
below to illustrate how little control your board has over the matter.

Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires that 
school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the superintendent. 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the several school 
districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the 
basis of average daily membership in the schools for the previous school year 
ending June 30. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union #23, during 1974-1975, 
will receive a salary of $20,300.00 which is made up as follows: $2,500.00 to be paid 
by the State Department of Education and $17,800.00 prorated among the several

REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report to the voters of the Piermont 
School District. . 

The school year began with our annual Orientation Workshop for all 
Supervisory Union Staff members. The workshop was held at Lin-Wood 
High on the 28th and 29th of August, 1974. The general theme of our 
conference was ‘‘Performance Objectives as a Means to Curriculum De- 
velopment.’’ The first day was spent with four special consultants, Mr. 
George Bussell, Mrs. Judy Chase, and Mr. Doug Brown from the State 
Department of Education and Mrs. Mary McKelvey our Science teacher at 
the Haverhill Academy Junior High. The special consultants worked with 
the teachers in small groups on the various approaches to the development 
of curriculum objectives. On the second day the teachers were divided into 
subject area groups and began to work on divising curriculum objectives at 
each level and in each subject area. These committees have continued their 
work into the school year. Our main concern is to write these objectives in 
precise and measureable terms. 

In my last report I referred to the formation of a Staff Development 
Committee. This Committee was authorized to formulate a three year 
masterplan for the recertification of all staff members according to 
guidelines set down by the State Department of Education. We are very 
pleased to report that we have submitted our plan and it has been approved 
by the State Department of Education. The approval was dated January 17, 
1975. The plan will go into effect on July 1, 1975 and run through June 30, 
1978, at which time it will be considered by renewal. 

On May 14th, 15th and 16th, 1974, Mr. John Economopoulas, Elemen- 
tary School Services Coordinator, State Department of Education con- 
ducted an evaluation of the Elementary Schools in Supervisory Union #23. 
This evaluation was made with respect to the State’s Minimum Standards. 
The results of this evaluation are printed separately verbatim. 

The evaluation is divided into three parts: Commendations, Recommen- 
dations and Standards Not Achieved. The only standard left to be achieved 
at the Piermont Village School is a part time certified Librarian. The State 
Department of Education suggests that we place a high priority on this 
service and add it to our shared services at some future date. 
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Overall the evaluation was very favorable and one that reflected credit 
on the work of the staff and the community on behalf of the Piermont 
Village School. 

Many thanks to Mrs. Jesseman and Mrs. Robinson for their efficient and 
economical operation of our school lunch program in the face of severe 
economic conditions that beset us all these days. 

My sincerest thanks to the School Board, the staff and everyone con- 
nected with the Piermont School District for their fine support and cooper- 
ation.

All routine screening tests were completed and referrals made when defects were 
noted. 

A new dental educational program was started in grades 3 and 4. Mrs. Stark, 
dental hygienist from the Bureau of Dental Health conducted the program. A dental 
survey was done on all participating pupils. Each child was taught how to brush his 
teeth and how to use dental floss. The children brushed and flossed their teeth daily 
following lunch. At the end of the year Mrs. Stark did a follow up survey and was 
very pleased with the results of the program. 

During the year I attended several workshops and meeting relating to school 
health. I also attended a nutrition class held during the second semester. 

Registration for pupils entering school in September, 1974 was held May 28th. 

Following is a copy of the State requirements for physical examinations and 
immunizations needed by children entering school for the first time.

200:38-HI States: ‘‘All children shall be examined prior to school entrance to 
detect symptoms of tuberculosis and may be periodically examined during his 
school experience.” 


Tuberculin Test (introdermal) (within one year prior to school entrance.) 


RSA 200:32 States: ‘‘A medical examination is required upon or prior to en- 
trance into the public school system and thereafter as often as deemed necessary by 
the local school authority.”’ 

Well child clinics, where physicals and all necessary immunizations may be 
obtained, are held at Orford and Lyme on alternating months. Information regard- 
ing dates and times of clinics may be obtained by calling the Home Health Agency in 
Orford.
